BILL ANALYSIS

Background Information:

The author of H.B. No. 292 feels this bill would encourage
public appreciation of the fine arts by emphasizing the works of
Texas artists of all ethnic backgrounds.

What the Bill Proposes to Do:

To provide for the inclusion of fire arts projects in certain
state and public building construction projects through cooperation
with the Texas Commission on the Arts and Humanities.

Section by Section Analysis:
